TWO PARADES IN NEW YORK CITY. 


Business Suspended and MM City Given 


Over to-the Knjoyment of-the Toilers— 
The Parades Followed by Plontaa—Chi- 
cago Also Has Two Different Parade*— 
How the Day Was Spent at Boston and 
Elsewhere. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—The general ap- 


pearance of the streets Monday would 
bare been like Sunday were it not for the 
numerous bodies of worklngmen making 
their way through the streets with bands 
to join one of the two parades with, which 
Labor Day was celebrated. Almost every 
store, and all public buildings, banks, 
etc., we're closed. The day was perfect for 
a holiday, the weatHer being; clear and 
cool. The interest of the vast numbers of 
spectators which began gathering on the 
sidewalks from early morning was divid- 
ed between two labor parades and two la- 
bor picnics. This was the flret time in 
the history of the day that. labor in this 
city has been in such a disorganized con 
dltion that members of various labor fac- 
tions were not willing to forget personal- 
ities and animosities and join hands in the 
celebration of organized labor's special 
holiday. 


The Central Labor Union. 


This year, as in past years, tha Central 


Labor union took the lead 'in organis- 
ing unions of this city for tha parade and 
picnic. In its procession were five divis- 
ions of the federation of labor unions and 
six of tbe trade districts and local assem- 
blies of the Knights of Labor. Other 
unions and Knights of Labor strikers of 
bh9 Centra! also joined the parade at th« 
last moment in a division by themselves. 
The procession moved principally on the 
west side of the city to Union square, 
where it was .reviewed by prominent la- 
bor leaders. 


Central Labor Federation. 


The parade of the Central Labor federa- 


tion was on the east aide. The Cloakmak- 
ers union had the right of tbe line and 
Professor T. H. Gnrside lead the cloak- 
era as marshal 
About 4,000 paraded. 


This parade was divided into five sections 
and consisted of organizations designated 
nnder the heads of clothing trades, food 
producers, tobacco 
workers, 
building 


rudes, and miscellaneous sections. Both 
parades were followed by picnics with 
ipeaklng, athletic Raines, etc. Several of 
the theaters gave special labor day-mati- 
nees and numerous programs of sports of 
various kinds were arranged by local 
organizations. 


THE PAY ELSEWHERE. 


A Procession and Picnic at Cincinnati— 


Ten Thousand in Line. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 1.—The trades and 
abor organizations of the city made great 
•reparations for celebrating the day in a 
rrand street parade and picnic. All of 
the courts were closed, and many fac- 
tories suspended work to allow tbe em- 
ployes an opportunity to take part in the 
>arade. At 10 o'clock fully 10,000 wage- 
workers assembled at Garfleld place and 
'ormed in line, headed by a band of music 
and three companies of the city police 
department, under command of Superin- 
endent Deitrich. Tiie line of march was 
ihrough the principal down-town streets, 
>hen:e to the hill tops, where the after- 
noon and evening was devoted to a grand 
picnic. Representative John P. Green, of 
lereland, author of the bill making the 
trst Monday in September a legal holi- 
day, was the orator of the day and deliv- 
ered an address at 8 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 


A Great Time at Boston. 


BOSTON, Sept. L —Monday the organized 


vorkingmen of Boston celebrated their 
iftb annual' holday. The features of the 
observance were similar to those of pre- 
vious years, embracing a parade, picnics 
and sports. 
The parade formed at 9 


o'clock in Copely square and marched in

The girls 
bad made some good plays, including a 
fine running catch by May Howard, the 
pitcher.

guy the girls, as it did not expect any- 
thing more tban a burlesque. Finally, 
the crowd rushed into the field, over- 
turning everything in the way. The play- 
ers were surrounded. Left-fielder Alice 
Lee picked up a bat and wielded it with 
such-good effect that several of her perse- 
cutors went away with sore heads. The 
rest of the girls followed suit, wbila the 
mob rushed-in on all sides. A riot 
narrowly averted by the girls, who fought 
their way to the carriages with the bats.

And the necessary expenses of the 
commissioners appointed by the presi- 
dent, including their compensation *tt the 
rate of $10 each day, for the time necessar- 
ily employed in said duty, shall be paid 
out of the appropriation for the collection 
of the customs revenue." 


THE NATIONAL SOLONS. 


The Day's Proceeding* In Both Houses of 


Congress. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Sept 1.—The senate 


met at 10 a. m. but a quorum was lacking 
for half an hour or more. Blair wanted 
to adjourn as it was Labor Day, a day that 
he thought ought to be universally ob- 
served.

curious the fact that • man named Craw- 
ford wa* killed years ago wltata a Mock of 
where William Crawford committed hie 
crime last Tuesday night 
This other 


Crawford was a horse thief and was par 
sued and shot by a party of citizen*. 


It was just after the elese of the war tha 


the fellow, a stranger, rode a horse into 
town, and getting Into conversation with 
eld Captain Allen, offered to sell him the 
armtmal at a ridiculously low price, 915 to: 
a hone worth 950. Thatzexelted suspicion 
atones. Allen did not buy, bat he told 
Joe Halleck, then marshal or deputy 
sbal about 
It, and Halleck, went to 


arrest 
the stranger whom he found 


riding his horse at a walk along Water 
street at the side of Peddecord * Burrow's 
bank. 


Halleck went np and said, "Come along 


with me." The fellow, with the quickness 
of an Indian, slid off his hone on th« other 
side, and as he went down, Halleck saw a 
gnat big Colt's navy revolver laying over 
the hone's back with the barrel a dead aim 
on him. 


"Stand back," said the hone thief. Hal- 


took told the coroner's Jury afterwards 
about In these words: "Well, you see, 1 
saw that he had a per cent on me, so I just 
got back as quick as I oonld." 


Then the thief left his horse and started 


north on Worth Water street. 
Halleck 


and others began to follow, and the fellow 
broke into a ran. Major John Bear lived 
then on the comer of Main and North 
street* where the Tyler place now Is. He 
happened to oome out Just as Crawford 
passed, and he Joined In the pursuit, get- 
ting among the leaden. By this time a 
hundred men were behind at full speed. 
The thief went to toe Wabash railroad,turned 
on it went over to Main street and went 
north again. 
On the railroad Major Bear 


shot at Crawford and ho returned the fire, 
the bullet passing through the major's left 
coat sleeva, just grazing the skin. 
Thus 


the pursuit was kept up, several shots being 
exchanged. 


Along the east side of King's Orchard 


there was a high hedge fence, with a ditch 
between It and the road. Crawford got out 
to that hedge, almost within a block of 
where Mrs. Mathias wa* murdered. 
Then 


he seemed to give out 
He had been rui- 


ning well, bat he was tired. Me crossed the 
ditch and climbed th* little bank, going up 
to the hedge as If intending to get over it. 
He couldn't do that, however, and turned at 
bay, standlac half facing hi* pursuers. 


He had a 
big navy revolver 
in 


cash 
hand 
and 
the 
most of 
the 


crowd had too ranch respect 
for the 


weapons to get very close. Several men to 
the company were armed, though, and they 
kept np a fire at the man standing appar- 
ently unterrified, fighting for life. Finally, 
John March, who is still living in Decatur, 
edged np closer than any of the rest and 
getting a sure aim, shot Crawford in the 
side. He fell and died hi a few minutes. 


At the coroner's inquest the fellow's his- 


tory was brought out and also the fact that 
he had been shot in the teg as he ran. A 
bullet had struck him full hi the calf, 
staying there till picked out after death. 


Crawford, it was learned, was a desperado 


of a kind unknown In this country now. 
He was wanted then down in Sangamon 
county for a dozen crimes, the last of 
which was the murder and robbery of a 
store keeper in the southern part of the 
county, some months before. The horse he 
wanted to sell here had been stolen, and 
after the death of Crawford the owner 
came and got it
